Some thirty hours prior to his death, aud 
after his case had been pronounced hope­ 
less by the physicians, ho was married to 
Miss Catherine, eldest daughter of Col­ 
onel Blanton Duncan, to whom he had 
been engaged some time. 
Mrs. Hewitt 
is alao-very sick, and is not expected to 
live. Lieutenant Hewitt was only 24 
years old, and his parents reside at 
Bridgeport, Conn. 


Pen and Ink Sketching on Linen. 
Pen and ink sketching on linen is in 
popular favor. 
A preparation of gum 
is first applied to the fabric, and when 
it is dry the place should lie pressed with 
a moderately hot iron. The design is 
first outlined in pencil lightly before 
beginning with ink, or the outline may 
be placed upon the linen by using car­ 
bon or transfer paper and an ivory or 
other hard, fine point. 
This transfer 
should only indicate tile design clearly 
enough to serve as a guide. All expres­ 
sion and shading must be left to the pen. 
Indelible ink must be used, which 
should lie frequently shaken to ensure 
evenness. The pen must not be pressed 
into the cloth. A broad line must be 
made by several light strokes of tile j>en, 
and not by one heavy stroke. 
After 
the design is completed it should bo 
exposed to the sunlight two days, so as 
to secure all the depth and softness tho 
sunlight can impart. Tho depth of 
color depends upon the length of time 
the design is exposed before the prepara­ 
tion is washed from the fabric. Handker­ 
chiefs can bo beautifully marked in this 
way with a little cnro and attention.

He has been im" 
plicated in no murders, but in mail rob" 
bing he has no peer in the United States 
One of Ins most successful schemes was

thirteen persons 
in it, and Burton was alone, and at mid­ 
night compelled the driver and all the 
passengers to surrender and give up their 
watches and money. He was one of the 
most accomplished rascals in the western 
co u n try —bright, energetic, winsome in 
his manners, and an interesting conver­ 
sationist. 
He had been captured once 
before, and while on his way to jail at 
Detroit, freed himself from Ins shackles 
with a gold toothpick, and would have 
shot his sleeping guards except for the 
interference of a young lady.

Just how long the present strike will 
continue is difficult to determine. It is 
a most singular state of affairs. There 
are probably not less than 150,090 men in 
the strike, being the largest strike that 
ever took place in the United States; aud 
of course all the strikers are what may 
properly be called poor men. They can­ 
not remain out of work very long without 
filin g the pinch of hunger. Nome, it is 
hoped, have a little saved for a rainy day^ 
but most of them are jioor aud without a 
surplus at all, and at the same time have 
families to provide for. It is estimated 
there is some $.300,000 in tho treasury of 
the strikers, but when 150,000 men come 
to draw on that for support during their 
days of idleness it will not last long. 
It 
is said “ the Pacific mills strikers began 
with plenty of money of their own, and 
large amounts were sent from sympathiz­ 
ers in various parts of tho country. Aud 
still it was not many weeks before they 
had reached the end of their supplies aud 
had exhausted Hic benefactions of their 
friends.” This shows that the funds in 
the treasury of the union cannot last long 
at best, and that in a few weens the 
present strike will terminate by the strik­ 
ers resuming work of their own accord. 
A brief history of the present mon­ 
strous strike is simply this: “E;.rly last 
Apnl the workingmen in the iron and 
steel works at Pittsburg, Chicago, Cin­ 
cinnati, and other prominent points, sub­ 
mitted to their employers a revision of 
the scale of wages to take effect upon the 
first of June. The manufacturers reject­ 
ed the proposed scale, informing their 
men that the advance in wages which 
they demanded would increase the cost 
of producing iron to such a degree that 
there would be no appreciable profit in 
the business. So the matter rested for a 


Milwaukee, June 4.—There were no 
new developments to-day in the labor 
troubles. The meeting of the Trades As­ 
sembly held Saturday night had a ten­ 
dency to widen the breach between the 
employers aud employes, as shown iu 
the decision of the men rn the rail mill 
to at once quit work. There is a feel­ 
ing general among the strikers that 
the trouble here will be bridged over in a 
few days, but it is not plain as yet how 
they expect this will be done. 


P ittsbu rg, June 3.—There has been 
but little change in the iron strike hiuce 
yesterday. Thus far six western iron 
firms and several steel firms have signed 
the scale, some of them conditionally, 
however. The latest firms to sign are tho 
Ward Iron Company, of Niles, Ohio, and 
the Ohio Falls Iron Works, at New Al­ 
bany, Indiana. The Niles works have 
signed on the condition that if the Pitts­ 
burg workingmen accept reduced prices 
later the same rates shall be paid at Niles. 
The manufacturers say two other firms 
hereabouts will soon sign, but no more. 
C lev ela n d, June 4.—The Cleveland 
rolling-mill will start up in five depart­ 
ments to-morrow morning with 500 non­ 
union men, who lighted their fires to­ 
night. A monster mass 
meeting of 
union working men and strikers was held 
this afternoon. The speakers all coun­ 
seled moderation, and advised tho men 
to turn out en masse in the morn­ 
ing, and 
use 
moral 
suasion 
to 
induce the men to go to work. 
Secret 
meetings were held to-night by the 
Knights of Labor and the Amalgamated 
Association. The general opinion is that 
the crisis in the labor troubles will be 
reached to-morrow, aud many anticipate 
trouble between tho strikers and the 
men going to work to-morrow.

“He is in an excellent physical condi­ 
tion, but feels much grieved at being 
prevented access to the outside world. 
You know his sale of photographs and 
autographs is entirely shut off now, and 
the fellow is living upon hope.” 
“What encouragement has he to build 
hope on V” 
“Well, his counsel, Charley Reed, has 
encountered him, yet ho is now beginning 
to see behind the scenes as his hopes have 
not been realized.” 
“From your experience with culprits, 
do you think he will die game ?” 
“Guiteau is not^a brave man; he has a 
little courage, but as to whether he will 
face the gallows without fear is hard to 
tell.” 
“How about tho disposition of his 
body?” 
“I cannot say, it will go to his friends I 
suppose if they want it, but I do not be­ 
lieve they waut his dead body; they de­ 
sired that he might live that they might 
get his money. I do not think they will 
care much for Ms dead body.” 
“As to admittance to the hanging ?” 
“Well, the law provides for the usual 
witnesses and two or more physicians. 
I have heretofore invited quo or moro of 
my professional friends to executions. 
AU there is for a physician to do is to an­ 
nounce when the hanged is dead. 
The jail officials say that the fact be­ 
comes more and more apparent every day 
that Guiteau is failing mentally and 
physically. His condition yesterday was 
startling iu the extreme and forebodes a 
total smash-u p before the 30th of June, 
the day on which he will put on Dowing 
white garments aud “mouutto glory.” 
A certain sign of physical and mental 
disintegration is tho failure of a per­ 
son’s appetite in a case like this. Gni- 
teau's appetite is failing. 
He has be­ 
come taciturn and uncommunicative since 
lawyer Reed's visit yesterday, and spends 
the entire time lietween rising and retir­ 
ing in lying stretched out on his cot pon­ 
dering, i>erhaps, on the few intervening 
days between life and death. “He will 
surely fall before hanging day,” is the 
opinion of those who see and know him, 
“aud the jail officials will have to carry 
him to the scaffold and prop him up un­ 
til the fatal drop falls.” Abject fear is 
taking possession of him, and the assassin 
will present a pitiable appearance when 
the i>enalty is reached. Some are inclined 
to think be will go stark staring mad a 
few days prior to the event, and present 
indications surely point in that direc 
tion. 


Plant Hickory Trees. 
Many people would liko to have a 
hiokorvf^rove, bnt have a vague idea 
that it is a terribly hard thing to get. 
But it is not so much of a task. VI w 
your ways four feet apart, follow the 
marker with a roller which will not efface 
the mark. Do this the first week in 
October, or may bo earlier. 
Have a 
sack of nuts, with the hulls on, sent you 
as soon os they get ripe enough to grow. 
Take a hoe, and at each crossing of your 
check-rows plant a nut about an inch 
and a half deep, stepping hard upon it. 
Next spring run a harrow over the 
ground quite early, say os soon as tho 
frost is well out, 
When your trees come 
up cultivate them the some as coni, tie­ 
ing careful not to bruise in any way. 
After they get too high for the cultiva­ 
tor attend to them with a hoe. Mulch 
in the fall sufficiently to keep tho weeds 
out tho next spring. If any should 
come, keep them pulled. In ten year* 
you will have all tho hickory nuts and 
timber you want, if you have an aero in 
your grove. A moist location is tho 
best—just as wet as ailI do to plow—if 
you have i t —Lincoln (Neb.) Journal.

OCEAN TELEGRAPHY. 


N ew York June 4.—The recent in­ 
crease in ocean telegraph rates has re­ 
sulted in the formation of an English 
company which intends to lay two new 
cables between England and the United 
States with as little delay as possible.

Almost Incredible Distance of the 
Stars. 
It would take a ray of light travelin 
at the rate of 186,000 miles per secon 
three years and eight months to go to 
the nearest fixed star. 
In order that 
the mind may be less confused in the 
midst of these thousands of sparkling 
points it has been agreed from the high­ 
est antiquity to class the stars according 
to their apparent brightness. 
The 
brightest stars have Ikm?u called stars of 
the first order or magnitude, although 
this term does not imply anything rela­ 
tive to the actual size or brightness of 
the stars; those which follow’, still in 
the order of their apparent brightness, 
have lieen called stars of tho second 
magnitude; then comes those of the 
third, fourth, and fifth magnitude, ac­ 
cording as they appear smaller; stars of 
the sixth magnitude are the last stars 
visible to the naked eye. 
It 
is generally thought that the 
brightest are the nearest, though this is 
not always so. There are said to be be­ 
tween 5,000 and 0,000 stars visible to the 
naked eye. 
But when our feeble sight 
gives way, the telescope, that giant eye 
which increases, from century to century, 
piercing the depths of the heavens, con­ 
stantly discovers new stars. 
After the 
sixth magnitude the first glasses revealed 
the seventh. They then reached tho 
eighth, the ninth. 
It is thus that thous­ 
ands have increased to tens of thousands, 
and that tens of thousands have become 
hundreds of thousands. 
Moro perfect 
instruments have cleared those distances, 
and have found stars of tho tenth and 
eleventh magnitudes. From this period 
they began to count by millions. The 
number of the stars of the twelfth magni­ 
tude is 9,556,000; added to the eleven 
preceding magnitudes, the total exceeds 
fourteen millions. By the aid of still 
greater magnifying power these limits 
are again surpassed. 
At the present time the total number 
of stars, from the first to tho thir­ 
teenth magnitude, inclusive, is calcu­ 
lated at 43,000,000. The sky is truly 
transformed. In the field of the tele­ 
scope neither constellations nor divisions 
are distinguished; but a fine dust shines 
in the place where tho eye, left to its 
own

One day the two, accompanied by the 
young wife’s mother and twenty soldiers, 
rode out to tile hot springs, six miles 
from the fort to take a bath. 
While in 
the liath, which is near Hie Kin Grande, 
an Indian arrow passed over their head*. 
Then a shower of arrows fell around 
them, and a band of wild Apache In­ 
dians rushed down upon them,whooping 
and yelling like a band of demons. Sev­ 
eral of the soldiers fell dead, pierced 
with poisoned arrows. 
This frightened 
the rest, who fled. 
Another shower of 
arrows, aud the beautiful bride and her 
mother dropped into the water, pierced 
by the cruel weapons of the Apaches. 
ith his wife dying before his eyes, Col. 
Felton dashed up the banks, grasped his 
rifle, and killed the leader of the savage 
fiends. 
But the Apaches were too much 
for the Colonel. 
Pierced with two j»oi- 
soned arrows, he swam the river and bid 
under an over-hanging rock. 
After tin* 
savages had left, the Colonel swam the 
river and made his w ay back to Fort 
Macrae. 
Here his wounds were dressed, 
and he finally recovered, but only to live 
a blasted life—without love, without ho]** 
—with a vision of his beautiful wife, 
pierced with poisoned arrows, lying per­ 
petually before his eyes. 
After the loss of his wife a change 
came over Col. Felton. 
Ho seemed to 
think that ho had a sacred mission from 
heaven to avenge hor death. He secured 
the most imerring rifles, surrounded 
himself witlft brave companions, and 
consecrated himself to tile work of re­ 
venge. He was always anxious to lead 
any and all expeditions against the 
Apaches.

OUR NORTHERS BOUNDARY*# 


I m mm Hic L ia r B etw een th e V a I ted B a t t s 
M d B rl list* T e rrito ry la S tartled. 
Not one in a thousand perhaps of tho 
50,000,000 of |Hoople living in the United 
J States know 
how their country is 
i bounded on the line between the United 
i States and tile British Territory. The 
work is now completed, except as to 
the Territory of Alaska, ceded by 
Russia to us under the treaty of 1867. 
Ever since the treaty of Ghent we have 
been establishing our northern boundary 
with Great Britain, until a year or two 
ago, when the work was finally com­ 
pleted by a joint commission consisting 
of Major Donald B. Cameron, Royal 
Artillery; Capt S. Anderson, Royal 
Engineers, for Great Britain, and Archi­ 
bald Campbell and Caph J. Twinning, 
United States Army, for our govern­ 
ment. The comnimissioners experienced 
difficulty in discharging their duties, 
from errors made by former commis­ 
sioners. 
In April, 1870, while engaged 
in locating a military reservation for a 
I>ost near Pembina, our engineers dis­ 
covered that the commonly received 
boundary line between the British pos­ 
sessions and the United States at that 
place was 4,700 feet south of the 49th 
parallel, aud if run on west from such 
an initial point, would throw the fort of 
the Hudson Bay Company at Pembina 
into the United States. 
Here was in­ 
deed a difficulty, and the officers at once 
communicated the facts to their govern­ 
ment, and requested the consent of the 
United States to occupy the fort of the 
Hudson Bay Company "until the matter 
could be determined. Of course, each a 
reasonable request was at once granted. 
Hie President then sent a message to 
Congress recommending the establish­ 
ment of a joint commission to fix the 
true boundary line between the two 
countries, and Congress assisted, appro­ 
priating $100,000 by joiLt resolution to 
carry on the work. The appropriation 
was not available until 1872, when the 
work was begun, as above stated, by a 
joint commission of tho two govern­ 
ments. The northern boundary line is 
marked by stone cairns, iron pillars, 
wood pillars, earth mounds, and timber 
posts. A stone cairn is 71 feet by 8 feet, 
an earth mound 7 feet by 14 feet, an iron 
pillar 8 feet high, 8 inches square at the 
bottom, and 4 inches at the top; timber 
posts 5 feet high and 8 inches square. 
There are 382 of these marks between 
the Lake of the Woods and the base of 
the Rocky Mountains. That portion of 
tho boundary line which lies east and 
west of the Red River Valley is marked 
by iron pillars at even mile intervals. 
The British placed one every two miles 
and the United States placed one be­ 
tween each British j>ost 
Our pillars or 
markers were made at Detroit, Midi. 
They are hollow iron castings, f of an 
inch in thickness, in the form of a trun­ 
cated pyramid, 8 feet high, 8 inches 
square at the bottom and 4 inches square 
at the top, as before stated. They have 
at the top a solid pyramidal cap, and at 
the bottom an octagonal flange one 
inch in thickness. 
Ui>on the opi>osite 
are cast in letters two inches high the 
inscriptions, “ Convention of London” 
and “ Oct. 20, 1818.” The inscriptions 
l>egin about I or 6 inches a1 Rive the base, 
and read upward. 
The interiors of the 
hollow posts are filled with well sea­ 
soned cedar ix.sts, sawed to fit, and 
securely spiked through spike holes cast 
iu the pillars for the purpose. The aver­ 
age weight of each pillar when com­ 
pleted is 85 pounds. 
The pillars are all 
set four feet in the ground, with their 
inscriptions facing to tho north aud 
sooth, aud tho earth is well settled and 
stamped alnnit them. 
For tho wooden 
posts well seasoned logs are selected, and 
the poition alane the ground Is painted 
red to p r e v e n t swelling and shrinking. 
These posts do very well, but the Li­ 
lians cut them down for fuel, and no­ 
thing except iron will last any length of 
time. 
Where tile line crosses lakes, 
monuments of stoner have been built, 
tlie b ases W in g , in some places, 18 feet 
under water and the tops projecting 8 
feet above the lake’s surface at high 
water mark. 
Iii forests the line is 
marked bv felling the timber a rod 
wide and clearing the underbrush. The 
work of cuttiug through the timbered 
swamps was very great, but it has been 
well done and the boundary distinctly 
marked by the commissioners the whole 
distance from Michigan to Alaska.

A Salt Core. 
Here is a simple thing that is worthy 
of attention. 
I t may be the means o f 
doing much good, and, at any rate, could 
do no harm : 
John Bland, an Englishman, writes to 
the New York Herald of a discovery ho 
claims to have made in disease and its 
prevention. Tho letter treats of tho 
theory of disease germs, their develop­ 
ment, and a new treatment for their de­ 
struction. Tho germ theory of disease 
admitted, common salt is the universal 
panacea and antidote of germ poison. 
Salt kills both vegetable and animal 
and vegetables aud animals, too, 
blistered in quantities large enough. 
Farmers sometimes steep their seed 
grain in brine to kill the vegetable germs 
which would destroy its growth; the 
uniting process of fish and meat perforins 
the same office for their preservation. 
People who eat little salt are more liable 
to contract and develope discase than 
those who toke mans allotted three­ 
quarters of an ounce daily portion of the 
cnloride of sodium. 
Bland’s conviction 
Is that salt-eating is the thing to kill the | 
germs of cholera, yellow fever, small­ 
pox, or any other infections or con­ 
tagious disease, when epidemics are 
Around. Salt is cheap and accessible. 
Two or three ounces a day in times of 
danger from disease germs will not in­ 
jure anybody even if it does no good.

The M&nufactnre of Needles. 
From a lecture in Faria on “ Steel in 
Modem Times,” by Mr. 8. Perisso, we 
take the following notes on the curious 
aud interesting needle manufacturing 
industry: 
Tho needle, says Mr. Perisse, passes 
through the hands of eighty workmen 
before it is ready lo deliver to the trade ; 
and if wetakeintoconaideration that these 
articles cost at the very mi st only $2 per 
thousand, on an average, we find that the 
8,000 operations are remunerated by the 
sum of 20 cents. 
Owing to the progress effected in the 
art of drawing steel into wire, cast steel 
has been principally employed for some 
years past Formerly, in France and 
Germany, manufacturers used iron wire,

New Remedy for Baldness. 
In cases of confirmed baldness the new 
remedy proposed is to remove the scalp, 
bilby bit, and substitute by skin-graft­ 
ing pieces of healthy scalp, taken from 
the heads of young persons. The success 
which has heretofore attended operations 
of this nature in cases of scalp wounds 
gives a promising outlook for this new 
mode of curing baldness ; and perhaps 
the day is not far distant when the shin­ 
ing pates of our venerable fathers wiU 
bloom with the flowing locks of youth. 


the course of the operation. Tho man 
ner of manufacturing differs but little. 
At Borcette, tho center of needle pro­ 
duction of the continent of Europe, 
there are Avo series of operations in­ 
volved in tho manufacture: (I) Conver­ 
sion of the wire into needles in the 
rough ; (2) tenqiering and annealing; 
(3) polishing; (4) softening of tho pol­ 
ished needles; (5) putting up into pack­ 
ages. 
I. The conversion into needles in tho 
rough involves twenty operations, the 
principal ones of these being gauging 
Hie wire, cleaning, reeling and cutting 
into pieces of a length equal to two 
needles. 
Sharpening or pointing is 
done by means of grindstones. 
By the 
aid of a leather tliumbstall tho workman 
M i l fifty w ins at a time. 
The latter 
become red hot’by friction on tho stone, 
and a constant stream of fine particles 
of su'd and stone is thrown off, which 
formerly brought about phthisis in 
tho workman after a time, but tho 
adoption of jiowcrful ventilators has now 
remedied all that After pointing, the 
wire is cut iu two, the heal is flattened, 
and it is then annealed. Then tho oye 
is punched in the head by means of a 
steel, punch, tho operation being per­ 
formed by children in less time than it 
takes to describe i t Other children 
“ hole ” the needles—that is, remove tho 
particle of steel detached by the punch. 
After tliis the heads are hollowed, sorted, 
and, when necessary, cemented. 
2. Tempering ana annealing of the 
raw product requires nine operations, 
but they are performed with lots of 
thirty-pounds weight, each containing 
more than 300,000 needles. 
3. Polishing is the longest operation, 
although 1,000,000 are polished at once. 
It requires five operations, each of 
which is repeated seven or eight times. 
The needles are put into rolling cylin­ 
ders along with small hard stones and oil 
and colza. Tho stones gradually be­ 
come crushed, and the friction of the 
particles during the motion of the rollers 
effects the polish.

with some metallic salts arising from a 
combination of the brass of the caso with 
the constituents of the powder. The 
showing in these and other cartridges 
examined clearly demonstrated a pro­ 
gressive decomposition of the powder in 
the metallic cases ; and the quantity of 
powder transformed in the given time is 
proved to depend on the character of the 
atmospheric influences, and especially 
that of moisture, acting at the timo of 
manufacture or during storage.
